BEIRUT, Lebanon (#—Furious 
fighting raged Sunday in Tripoli, 
north Lebanese port city where 
rioters burned a U.S. library nine 
days ago. At least 60 persons were 
reported killed. 

It was the bloodiest scrap of the 
internal warfare that has been 
shaking this tiny east Mediter- 
ranean republic. Supporters and 
foes of pro-Western President 
Camille Chamoun have engaged 
in daily clashes. Chamoun has 
blamed interference from _ the 
United Arab Republic and U.A.R. 
President Nasser for the troubles. 

The new fighting began Satur- 
day.

On Fridays the muezzins call 
the faithful to prayer from the 
slender minarets of the mosques.

Senator Attacks 
Griffin Regime 


A return of budget control to 
the state Legislature would do 
away with “‘such hatchetmen as 
Cheney Griffin,” state Sen. Fred 
Bentley said Sunday. 


R. A. (Cheney) Griffin is a 
brother of Gov. Marvin Griffin 
and has handled patronage for 
the administration. 


Sen. Bentley, of Cobb County, 
appeared on Press Gallery, spon- 
sored this week by The Atlanta 
Journal. With Bentley on the 
WSB-TV panel were Mrs. Dan 
Byrd Jr., member of the Atlanta 
Voters’ Guild, and Mrs. Edward 
M. Vinson, state president of the 
League of Women Voters. 


Bentley said that a taxpayer's 
suit seeking damages from bond- 
ing companies of state employes 
for alleged irregularities was 
“locking the barn door after the 
horse is gone,” but will have value 
in letting the public know the 
details of any irregularities. 


“Everything should be done 
that can be doue to return tax- 
payers’ money to where it be- 
longs,” Bentley said. “It is the 
duty and responsibility .< the state 
government to see that this sort 
of suit is not necessary.” 


Mrs. Byrd called for simplifica- 
tion in government so that the 
average citizen could know what 
is going on. She said the average 
citizen felt helpless to right po- 
litical wrongs because of the com- 
plicated methods of government 
now in use. 


Mrs. Vinson said a step in right- 
ing wrongdvings in government 
would be for more people to take 
an active part in politics on the 
local level. She advocated pub- 


-lic meetings explaining the intri- 


cacies of politics. 


Bentley said it is the people 
who make the platforms politi- 
cians run on. He said the voter 
should demand certain qualifica- 
tions in those running for office 
and should also demand that of- 
fice seekers reveal their positions 
on coutroversial issues. 


“The platform I want to see is 
one which would include complete 
reconstruction of all governmental 
departments, reducing the num- 
ber to 30 or 40,"" Bentley said. “‘! 
would also like to see return of 
some control over the governor’s 
office to the legislature. And of 
course the platform should con- 
tain a general theme of no more 
corruption.”

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Rising Costs 
May Boost 
Primary Fee 


The Fulton County Democratic 
Executive Committee will meet at 
2:30 p.m. Wednesday, facing the 
vexing problems of setting en- 
trance fees and entry deadlines 
for candidates for 13 county of- 
fices in the Sept. 10 primary. 

Neill Leach, committee secre- 
tary, said Sunday the committee 
must set entrance fees in the rel- 
atively few offices and raise suf- 
ficient money to finance the pri- 
mary. 

He also said the committee 
must fix entrance deadlines so as 
to avoid lengthy campaigning. 

Regarding fees, Leach indicated 
they may have to be increased 
for most of the offices in order to 
meet election costs. 


For example, fees for the three 
Superior Court judgeships at 
stake—which were set at $2,500 in 
1956—may be boosted even more 
because the terms are for eight 
years. 


Following are the other offices 
to be filled and the amount of 
fees paid by candidates who 
sought the offices the last time 
they were open: 

County commissioner (3 posi- 
tions), $900 each; criminal court 
judges (2 positions), and criminal 
court solicitor, $1,500 each, and 
state legislators (4 positions), 
$300 each. 

Leach explained that the com- 
mittee, in establishing entrance 
deadlines, must determine wheth- 
er to follow the lead of a state 
committee which recommended 
closing entries on. June 21 or 
whether to follow the custom of 
leaving entries open for 30 days 
and closing them within 60 days 
of the primary date. 

Leach pointed out that candi- 
dates want the deadlines closed 
with only 60 days left until elec- 
tion time because it leaves less 
time for expensive campaigning. 
The June 21 deadline recommend- 
ation is due to be acted on next 
Friday by the state committee.

Citizen’s Challenge 


The suit brought by Atlanta attorney 
Alex McLennan against surety companies 
holding bonds for the state on members 
of the State Highway Board places the 
issue of road building irregularities 
squarely where it belongs—in the courts. 
He has performed a public service in 
putting it there. 

Acting as a private citizen and for the 
governor on behalf of the state and its 
taxpayers, Mr. McLennan filed his suit in 
Fulton Superior Court asking that the 
surety companies be held liable under 
bonds executed on present members of 
the board and on two former board chair- 
men. 

The suit charges that highway funds 
have been spent illegally and demands 
restitution to the full extent of the bonds. 


Mr. McLennan makes detailed charges 
that funds were spent illegally on scores 
of municipal projects throughout the state 
and that many such contracts still are 
outstanding. 

Citing sections of the Georgia Code 
which prohibit the State Highway De- 
partment from negotiating contracts with 
any person, firm or corporation, except- 
ing contracts with counties, Mr. McLen- 
nan charges that city improvements such 
as sidewalks, widening streets and gut- 
ters and paving streets have been done in 
various municipalities with state funds. 


He also cites the Georgia Code as 
prohibiting the letting of contracts ex- 
cept by public bid and prohibiting coun- 
ties from doing work on negotiated con- 
tracts with the State Highway Depart- 
ment except with convict labor or county 
forces. 

Not only have these provisions been 
violated, Mr. McLennan charges, but no 
plans or specifications have been placed 
on file with the State Highway Depart- 
ment, nor have any plans or specifica- 
tions ever been prepared by the State 
Highway Department, nor by the munici- 
palities involved on many projects. Some 
of the contracts, he declares, did not 
even name the streets. 

He charges also that the cities cited 
transferred contracts through privately 
negotiated contracts with no advertising 
for bids, no bidding, no bonds for faithful 
execution and that many contracts have 
been verbal with no records kept by the 
cities. 

The Georgia Code has not been fol- 
lowed either, the attorney states, in ap- 
portioning funds for “post roads” among 
counties. On the contrary, he says, the 
money was spent with a “selected” group 
of municipalities and hundreds of towns 
and cities in Georgia have not shared in 
expenditure of these funds. 

He says, too, that designation of streets 
as “post roads was a complete fraud.” 

Without commenting on the legal 
merits of Mr. McLennan’s case—since it 
is now a matter for the courts—Georgia 
taxpayers will be tremendously interest- 
ed in the outcome of this suit. It should 
clear the air and serve notice on politi- 
cians that any citizen has a right to chal- 
lenge what he considers illegal spending 
of his tax funds.

Liberal Humphrey 
Is on Inside Track 


WASHINGTON—In the House of the Demo- 
cratic liberals are many mansions of issues. And 
- several of these are occupied, all at once, by Sen. 


Hubert H. Humphrey of Minnesota. Humphrey is one of the restrained 
presidential aspirants—restrained in that he is not openly seeking the 
honor. Nothing else about his public career, however, is the least bit 


quiet. 

In this uncharacteristic tactic 
of the soft presidential pursuit, 
he is simply following the tradi- 
tional line of the professional 
politicians. 

And Humphrey, an ex-political 
science teacher and the hero of 
great numbers of eggheads, is 
also very much a pro. His home 
base is what the textbooks would 
call one of an agrarian liberalism 
to radicalism. Putting it another 
way, his state in the past has 
been dominated by farmers like- 
ly to get unusually angry in hard 
or unsettled times and to express 
this anger with odd political de- 
mands. 


This situation now, however, 
probably is more a memory than 
a fact. Minneapolis and St. Paul 
are hardly pastoral. And much of 
Humphrey’s support has come 
from organized labor as well as 
organized farmers. 

At any rate, given his back- 
ground and circumstances, Hum- 
phrey ordinarily would be famous 
in Congress, if at all, as a Dem- 
ocratic counterpart to what old 
Sen. George Moses, an acid Yan- 
kee, used to call the Republican 
sons of the wild jackass. 

That is, Humphrey would nor- 
mally haye been a perpetually 
howling farm-reliever or nothing 
much at .all. 

With him it has not worked out 
that way. He is essentially a city 
politician.

farm subsidies, he has not made 
this a career. Rather, he has 
sought to make a career out of 
other issues—foreign affairs, civil 
rights, disarmament and so on, 
Sich a personal procedure ines- 
capably implies that a man has 
an adequate regard for himself 
over a pretty broad area of na- 
tional and world problems. — 


Humphrey has not escaped 
these implications in the minds of 
many of his colleagues. Some look 
upon him as an energetically 
noisy one-man band. This attitude 
exists even though he under- 
stands, as many advanced liberals 
do not, that the American political 
process at bottom is and must be 
one of compromise. 

A probable political drawback, 
too, is his position as a vice chair- 
man of Americans for Democratic 
Action. ; 

The harm in this association 
likely is somewhat offset by the 
fact that he has stayed with the 
ADA in its bad hours as well as 
in it good ones. 

His pluses, moreover, are not 
inconsiderable. He is exception- 
ally able—probably as able an 
all-around man as there is in the 
Senate, though unwisely scattered 
in his many exertions and a bit 
too facile. And on world affairs 
he is highly responsible, never 
meanly partisan. He is, finally, 
the Democratic leader in the field 
of disarmament—as the unsink- 
able Harold Stassen, an ex-Min- 
nesotan, is attempting to be for 
the Republicans.

The switch of Gann has worked admirably. He handled nine 
chances flawlessly in the vital play-off with Roosevelt, started one 
double play, was middle man in another.

First-baseman-pitcher brother John batted .396 over 
the 18-game season, then won his own game by whamming a grand- 
slam homer while throwing a 5-1, five-hitter at Roosevelt in the 
City decider. And, of course, there’s Gann, a line-drive hitter of .345 
average but of much better repute. 


—The Rositer Story: B Team to 6-0 


Rositer, whether or not he wins at Thomaston, has been the 
story of the season. Midway of the campaign, he was working with 
undefeated credentials for the B team. Creel scheduled a game with 
his B team, and Rositer: looked good. So he was dispatched to the 
varsity. 

His first game was a victory over Southwest, in one of the wild 
i6-4 Tiger scoring orgies. But he later ‘came back to shut out the 
Wolves on one hit, and Creel became increasingly interested in 
him. Rositer finished 5-0 on the season, and became the No. 1 
pitcher. 

So Creel hesitated not in throwing him against Roosevelt after 
the Tigers had dropped the opener of the test two-of-three set.
